Bristol 
Pastors 
Seek Unity 


Interfaith Service To Be 
Held To Calm Tension

BRISTOL — After days with Bristol at the heart 
of a Facebook-fueled controversy over religion in 
schools, local pastors are promoting an interfaith 
service they hope will calm tensions and build — 
or rebuild — bridges. 

Controversy erupted this week over a Northeast 
Middle School teacher’s invitation to a Muslim 
woman to speak about Islam to students in her 
world religion class. 

Rhetoric about Islam, terrorism and bigotry 
grew heated on social media. The school system 
canceled the session Tuesday after the teacher told 
administrators that she received threatening 
emails and phone calls. 

Seven people rallied outside the school Friday 
morning; Superintendent Susan Moreau said they 
carried peace signs and created no problems. A 
Facebook post by a rally organizer said the goal 
was to stand with local Muslim families and 
encourage Bristol to demonstrate tolerance.

Malloy’s New 
Budget Cuts 
Spark Anger 


Municipalities Surprised 
By $91M Loss In Aid

HARTFORD — Gov. Dannel P. Malloy made 
$182 million in new budget cuts Friday, including 
$91 million in municipal cuts that stunned 
legislators and town officials across the state. 

The cuts — mandated by the legislature but with 
specifics left up to Malloy — sparked a bitter war of 
words between legislators and the Malloy admin- 
istration, which was excluded from the budget 
talks that led to the creation of the two-year, $41.3 
billion package. Despite being frozen out of the 
talks, Malloy signed the budget as the state is now 
in the fifth month of the new fiscal year. 

The towns with the largest cuts are Enfield at 
$2.3 million, West Hartford at $2.2 million, 
Newington, Wallingford and Stratford at $18 
million, and Southington at $1.7 million, according

Yale To Return 
Mohegan Artifacts 


Transfer To Tribe To Take 
Place Within 90 Days 


Yale University will return hun- 
dreds of artifacts to the Mohegan tribe 
— many of them obtained in an 
archaeological dig in the 1930s in 
Uncasville — after decades of discus- 
sions that turned serious in the past 
couple of years. 

The artifacts — including a wooden 
succotash bowl used by an 18th- 
century tribal matriarch, a wooden 


mortar and a doll — will be displayed 
at the Mohegan’s Tantaquidgeon Mu- 
seum in Uncasville. 

“This transfer completes a sacred 
circle for us,” Mohegan Tribal Chief 
Lynn Malerba said. “The Mohegan 
people are now able to welcome the 
spirits of Chief Uncas and Lucy 
Occum home with the return of these 
significant cultural objects.” 

Chief Uncas settled the Mohegan 
tribe at Fort Shantok in Uncasville in 
the 1600s, and Lucy Occum was a key 


tribal figure in the 18th century. Fort 
Shantok is where the archaeological 
dig took place in the 1930s. 

The artifacts, now housed at Yale’s 
Peabody Museum of Natural History 
in New Haven, will be transferred to 
the tribe within 90 days under an 
agreement signed Friday. 

The recent negotiations with the 
tribe lacked the publicly played-out 
drama that led up to Yale’s agreement
